Demands  for  government  services 

The  final  effects  this  development  will  have  on  tax  revenue  and  demands  for  local 
government  services  is  difficult  to  determine.  Revenue  will  increase  because  of  the 
increased  valuation  of  a housing  development  vs.  agricultural  land.  Expenses  to  the 
community  will  also  increase  due  to  the  need  for  police  protection,  fire  protection, 
emergency  medical  services,  road  maintenance,  school  capacities,  etc.,  prompted  by 
growth.  Generally  speaking,  the  increased  taxes  generated  by  a single  family  housing 
development  do  not  pay  all  the  increased  costs  for  services  the  development 
should  have. 


Transportation  networks  & traffic  flows 

The  County  Road  (Summer  Cutoff  Road)  providing  access  to  the  site  intersects  with 
Sypes  Canyon  Road.  Due  to  limited  sight  distances  at  this  intersection,  accidents  here 
will  probably  increase  as  road  use  increases  until  the  intersection  grades  are  modified 
to  allow  suitable  sight  distances.  According  to  the  consulting  engineers,  traffic 
volumes  on  Sypes  Canyon  Road  and  Mclllhattan  Road  will  increase  by  215%  to  300^ 
because  of  this  development.  Also,  the  school  district  has  stated  the  road  servicing 
the  area  is  not  suitable  for  school  bus  service;  therefore,  children  living  in  the 
subdivision  will  have  to  meet  the  school  bus  at  the  bottom  of  Sypes  Canyon  Road. 
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
